To the Inhabitants of the Town of Stratham in the 
County of Rockingham in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Stratham on Tuesday, the 12th day of March, next, 
at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same. 


3. Toseeif the Town will vote to return the salary of 
the Tax Collector to the rate of payment previous to 1932, 
namely, from 1% to 14%. 


4. Tosee if the Town will raise and appropriate $200. 
for Bunker Hill Avenue and $218.81 for Class 5 roads. 


5. To see of the Town will vote to repair the Tractor 
Shed; raise and appropriate $500. for the same. 


6. To see what action the Town will take in relation 
to construction of a Central School House and raise such 
sums of money as may be necessary, not to exceed $20,000 
for that purpose.

7. Toseeif the Town will vote a 1% discount on such 
part of the taxes as are paid on or before August 15th. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to repair the present 
snow plow or purchase another, raise and appropriate 
money for the same. 


9. To seeif the Town will vote to set up a Capital Re- 
serve Fund of $1,500. toward a Central School. 


10. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Stratham, New Hampshire: 


I take pleasure in submitting my first annual report 
as Superintendent of Schools: 


During the brief time that it has been my privilege to 
serve the Stratham School District as Superintendent, [ 
have been impressed with the interest and cooperation 
which is evident at all times. The public schools have suc- 
cessfully with-stood all the obstacles of the war era and 
are in a stronger position today than ever before. Now 
that we are returning to peace-time conditions, each 
community should evaluate its own educational program. 
Undoubtedly the most paramount problem facing each 
rural community is the acute teacher shortage. Authori- 
ties believe this situation will prevail for some time. The 
two chief inducements for securing and holding capable 
teachers are high salaries and attractive working condi- 
tions. Stratham has kept pace with the rising salaries, 
but a further upward revision is essential. Steps have al- 
so been taken toward the erection of a consolidated 
school. This project should be undertaken as rapidly as 
conditions and finances will permit. The number of one- 
room rural schoolhouses in New Hampshire has decreased 
over seventy per cent in the last quarter century. 

The continuation of the policy of two grades per teach- 
er allows more time for teaching the fundamentals and 
should tend to raise the scholarship level from year to 
year. Miss Crane and Mrs. Morse, both veteran teachers, 
are continuing their work with the same degree of effec- 
tiveness as in the past. Miss Wynott, who replaced Miss 
Nichols at the Hill School, is proving to be a very ener- 
getic and successful teacher. 
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The report of the School nurse, Mrs. Sheehy, shows 
that the health and general welfare of the pupils is being 
constantly observed and essential correction measures 
taken. Cooperation of parents and teachers in promoting 
the health program is essential. 


Stratham is fortunate to have a janitor as able and 
willing as Mr. Emery. His faithful service should be ap- 
preciated by everyone concerned. Early in the year Mr. 
Wentworth resigned as janitor at the Plains School. His 
place has been filled by Carlton Eldridge. 


Any community is fortunate to have an active Parent- 
Teacher Association. Stratham should be proud to have 
an organization which is always ready to make its con- 
tribution to the welfare of the schools. 


The usual statistical tables accompany this report. The 
comparison with the other towns in the Union of enroll- 
ment, cost of elementary education, and attendance should 
be of interest to all. 


In conclusion, I wish to add the following paragraph 
which is petinent to the future education of every com- 
munity: 


Now that the war is over and the nation is confronted 
with the problem of reconversion, the public schools must 
likewise make many readjustments in the day ahead. To- 
day there is a mounting tide of sentiment in behalf of bet- 
ter education. We have entered upon a new age in the 
history of man. With weapons now in his hands which 
can obliterate nations from the face of the earth, man is 
literally forced to get along with his fellow men. A high 
level of universal education is indispensable to the solu- 
tion by this country, or any other, of such basic problems 
as good citizenship, full employment, and group relation- 
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ship. The American people have had a great faith in ed- 
~ucation. Today they must have an even broader vision. 
The kind of education we provide today will, more than 
anything else, determine our future. Teachers will do 
their part but they seek and they need, the active cooper- 
ation of every individual. It is essential that increased in- 
terest in and understanding of the objectives of the school 
program be accepted as a personal responsibility by ev- 
ery citizen of this community.

To the School Board of Stratham, N. H. 


Following are the health activities carried on in the 
Stratham Schools from January 1, 1945 to January 1, 
1946. 


Most of the corrective work for the 1944 physical ex- 
aminations was done during tthe winter and spring terms 
of 1945. 

61 Children had complete dental care. 

4 Children had part dental care. 

4 Children had tonsillectomies performed. 

4 Children had eye examinations and received glasses. 

2 Children had eye examinations and had glasses 
changed. 

Ail Children had eye examinations. 

All are vaccinated. 

25 Visits were made to the school. 

48 Visits were made to the homes. 

No. of children examined in the fall of 1945 fee 

No. of children found to have defective vision 6 

No. of children found to have defective tonsils 8 

No. of children found to have enlarged glands 2 

No. of children found to have defective teeth AT 

No. of children found to have orthopedic defect 1 

All children are weighed and measured during the fall, 
winter, and spring terms. 

There have been no contageous diseases in the schools 
this school year. 

Many of the children staying for lunch are enjoying a 
hot lunch prepared in school. 

Cod liver oil is given in school to several children who 
are in need of it. 
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The usual dental clinic was held in Dr. Winkler’s office 
in Exeter for all children. Twenty-nine children were 
carried to Exeter to the clinic. The clinic was sponsored 
by the Parent-Teacher Association. All children should 
go to their own family dentist at least once each year or 
attend the dental clinic. No child should wait until he has 
a tooth-ache before going to his dentist. 


A Diphtheria Toxoid clinic was held in the school for 
all pre-school children over nine months of age and all 
school children.in the first four grades. There were two 
pre-school children and eleven school children inoculated 
against diphtheria. Dr. Stroback, Dr. Shattuck and Miss 
Waite, R. N., were in attendance. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank our Superin- 
tendent, Mr. Coleman, the School Board, the teachers, the 
Red Cross, the Parent-Teacher Association, and the par- 
ents and friends for their cooperation and help with my 
health work.
